Mr. Zakharov, 39, has denied the 
charges and is awaiting trial in cus- 
tody. 

After a four-year investigation, 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
arrested Mr. Zakharov on Aug. 23. 
FBI agents said they caught him 
with secret documents about jet- 
engine dwagn obtained from a 
Guyanese student who was an FBI 
informant. Mr. Danfloff was ar- 
rested in Moscow a week later. 

The FBL accusing Mr. Zakharov 
of waking for Soviet intelligence, 
asserted that he had tried to recruit

Throngs Honor Mao Decade After Death

BEIJING — A huge throng 
caste Tuesday to the Mao Ze- 
dong Memorial Hall to file past 
the embalmed body of the Chi- 
nese leader on the 10th anniversa- 
ry of his death. 

Inside the hall , one of Mao’s 1 
daughters. U Min. his son. Mao 
Anqing, and a daughter-in-law, 
Shao Hua, haH p laced wreaths 
bearing the inscription, “Carry 
out father’s behests.” 

Those wads were an echo of a 
slogan used by supporters of the 
Otines e Communist Party chair- 
man after his death in 2976: 
“Carry 001 Chairman Mao’s be- 
hests and cany the proletarian 
cause through to the end.” 

Among those paying respect to 
Mao were his longtime personal 
bodyguard and security chief. 
Wang Dongring, the man who 
orchestrated the nighttime arrest 
of Mao’s widow, Jiang Qing. in 
her bed the month after Mao’s 
death. 

Mr. Wang, ousted from the 
Communist Party Central Com- 
mittee last year, was escorted 
through the hall as the crowds 
thinn ed out in the afternoon. 

The commemorations of Mao's 
death took place even though the 
current leadership headed by 
Deng Xiaoping bad let it be 
known there would be no official 
c e rem onies to mark the occasion. 

Chinese bookstores released 
new collections of Mao’s writ- 
ings. and a photo layout featuring 
a 1962 triumvirate of Mao, Prime 
Minister Zhou Enlai and Mr. 
Deng was published on the back 
pages of the Communist Party 
newspaper. People’s Daily. 

Otherwise, the day was official- 
ly treated as routine. The expla- 
nation given was that China has

decided to observe the anniversa- 
ries of the births of great leaders, 
rather than the date of their 
deaths. 

Nevertheless, outside Mao’s 
memorial hall, which was opened 
in official public ceremonies on 
the first anniversary of Mao's 
death, the crowd of people stand- 
ing in line in mid-morning 
stretched into the middle of Tian- 
anmen Square and back out 
around the hall. 

“It’s the most people we’ve had 
in recent times,” raid Li Zhengjie, 
a spokesman for the memorial 
hall On normal summer days, as 


many as 40.000 people visit the 
hall, and the lines Tuesday were 
far longer. 

The crowd included sane tour- 
ists and Beijing residents brought 
out by the fresh air and sunshine. 
Others in the queue, however, ac- 
knowledged that they had elected 
to make a special visit to the me- 
morial hall because it was the 
anniversary of Mao’s death. 

Asked why he had come, one 
plainly dressed man in his 60s 
gestured twice with a crooked in- 
dex finger, the Chinese hand sym- 
bol fa the number nine. The date 
of Mao’s death, SepL 9, is regis- 


tered in Chinese as the ninth day 
of the ninth month. 

“We came here to pay the high- 
est respects to Chairman Mao on 
»hj< day,” explained [he man’s 
companion. “We were organized 
to come here by oar unit.” 

The two declined to identify 
themselves by name, but said 
they were retired cadres from the 
town of Xuzhou in the coastal 
proviBce of Jiangsu. 

A peasant from the Beijing 
suburb of Miyun said he had ar- 
ranged a special trip to the hall 
and nearby revolutionary muse-

Also on Tuesday, relatives said 
that Joafc Carrasco, an editor of an 
opposition magazine banned under 
toe state of siege decree, had been 
shot to death after being falr^n 
from Ids home by armed civilians 
who identified themselves as po-

“We are going to get tough,” 
General Pinochet told a group of 
generals on Monday. “Those peo- 
ple talking about hn«n«n rights and 
all those things most be expelled 
from the country or locked up. The 
war against Marxism is on.” 

The 90-day state of siege was 
decreed Sunday night after guerril- 
las ambushed a presidential convoy 
outside Santiago with machine 
guns, rockets and grenades. Gener- 
al Pinochet was wounded in the 
hand. 

The Chilean government an- 
nounced Tuesday that it was hold- 
ing 16 leftist leaders of political 
parties, university student associa- 
tions, slum organizations and hu- 
man rights groups. 

The most prominent among the 
prisoners was Pascual Barraza, the 
Communist minister of public 
woks in the elected government of 
President Salvador ABende, who 
died in the coup led by General 
Pinochet 13 years ago on Thursday.

BEIRUT— Gunmen kidnapped 
the American directa of a Leba- 
nese school in Moslem West Beinn 
on Tuesday. 

An anonymous caller purporting 
to speak for the Islamic Jihad orga- 
nization said it had abducted him. 

The police identified the victim 
as Frank Reed, S3, the directa of 
the privately owned Lebanese In- 
ternational School. He is from Mal- 
den. Massachusetts. 

According to the police and local 
radio accounts, two gunmen inter- 
cepted Mr. Reed’s chauffeur-driv- 
en car in the seaside quarter of Bu 
Hassan. They forced him and his 
driver into their own vehicle, a blue 
Volvo sedan, and sped off. The 
Lebanese driver was released later. 

Mr. Reed was on his way to play 
golf near Beirut International Air- 
port when toe abduction occurred. 

An Arabic-speaking man tele- 
phoned a Western news agency in 
the Moslem pan of toe Lebanese 
capital and said that ‘Trank Reed, 
a new agent fa toe CIA. was ar- 
rested at noontime today in Mos- 
lem Beirut.” 

There was no way of verifying 
the caller’s claim to tie representing 
Islamic Jihad. Die group, which 
has said it is holding three other 
Americans, usually releases a pho- 
tograph of a bftctagf- when making 
a raw« No pictures were pub- 
lished with the latest statement. 

Mr. Reed, who has been living in 
Beirut fa eight years, had served as 
the principal of the preparatory 
section at toe International College 
before he went to work fa toe 
. Lebanese International SchooL 

Family friends said Mr. Reed 
had converted to Islam in order to 
many his Syrian wife, Sahmiya. 

The caller said the American was 
using Iris teaching post, conversion 
to Islam and marriage to a Syrian 
as “cover fa his espionage activi- 
ty" 

Mr. Reed was the first foreigner 
to have been abducted since a Syri- 
an-sponsored security plan went 
Luo force in West Beirut at toe 
beginning of July. Syrian soldiers 
have been assisting Lebanese 
troops and policemen in patrolling 
toe city streets. 

The police said they fear that Mr. 
Reed’s kidnapping may be the be- 
ginning of a new wave of abduc- 
tions against foreigners. 

The modem came about ax 
weeks after Islamic Jihad released 
an American captive, the Reverend 
Lawrence M. Jenco .

WASHINGTON — The surge of public con- 
cern about iflegal drugs is energizing campaigns 
for state and federal office around the United 
States, according to political experts in both 
parties. 

Some politicians say they want toe armed 
faces cafled out in the war on drugs. Others are 
calling fa the death penalty fa drug pushers, 
and in sane congressional races, candidates 
have challenged opponents to take a drug tesL 

The issue, which recently moved to toe top of 
the political a ynda in Washington, is lending 
an emotional charge to an election year that fa 
the most part has been short on national issues 
and thwiu>< 

“The fact that drugs have become an issue is 
testimony to the lack of issues out there,” said 
Harrison Hickman, a Democratic Party consul- 
tanL “Everybody seems to be using drugs to 
jump-start sane emotion in this campaig n.” 

Aa public concern grows in intensity, so does 
the campaign oratory and toe jockeying fa 
political advantage. 

“We’re going through a cycle where just 
about any proposal on drags, no matter bow 
radical, will be seriously debated,” said Eddie 
Mahe, a Republican strategist 

Roger Afles, a Republican television consul- 
tant in New Yak, said: “I think there is a 
growing feeling that you cannot be too tough on 
drug pushers. The dmto penalty for drug push- 
ers is going to be a popular issue in three 
months, and it’s going to hurt politi cians who 


opjttse the death penalty'.” 


Aflcs has produced anti-drug advertise- 
ments fa most of his political clients, indnding 
Senator Janies Abdnor, a South Dakota Re- 


publican who is facing a tough re-election bat- 
tle. Mr. Abdna’s commercial highlights his 
sponsorship of unsuccessful legislation that 
would have transferred $168 million from for- 
eign aid to law enforcement efforts against drug 
smuggling. 

In Louisiana’s 6lh Congressional District, an

open seat, Richard Baker, a Republican, has 
been reminding voters that his Democratic op- 
ponent, Tommy Hudson, voted in the State 
Senate to decriminalize possession of small 
amounts erf marijuana. In response, Mr. Hud- 
son had his television consultant, Raymond 
Strother of Washington, cone up with a com- 
mensal to put him on the offensive on the drug 
issue. 

The ad shows a twinleqgine air plane as a 
narrata intones: “Our country can put satel- 
lites in space and identify a Russian su bmarine 
by its electronic footprints, but for some reason 
we can’t stop a little plane like this loaded with 
drags. It’s nme to call out our troops. If we are 
capable of stopping toe Russians, we can stop a 
bunch erf Colom bians. ” 

Although Republican and Democratic lead- 


en say toe drug problem is a bipartisan con- 
cern, both parties are raaneu vr errag to gain 
political advantage on an issue on which every- 
one is on toe same side. 

“Yon cannot campaign today without talk- 
ing about drugs," said Robert Squier, a Demo- 
cratic television consultant. “If you don’t 
about the suppliers, you're dead on this issue. 
Democrats are willing to commit toe inred 
forces and to spend money on this problem. 
The Republicans are not” 

In the Democrats’ weekly radio broadcast 
Saturday, Representative Charles B. Rangel. 
Democrat of New York, chairman of toe House 
Select Committee on Narcotics Abuse and 
Control, criticized toe Reagan administration 
fa reducing U.S. support fa drug treatment 
programs by nearly 40 percent since 1982.

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Civil War in Sudan Changes Lifestyle of Nomads

NARUS, Sudan — There used to 
be a nice water hole hat It was just 
right for the occasional e lephant, 
dik-dik or nomad who was wander- 
ing around in the blast-furnace 
heat of the acada plains and need- 
ed a drink. 

Snw. March, however, about 
20,000 refugees from the Sudanese 
crnl war have drank at the bole. It 
is now a pit of jet-Madc mod. 

Yet die Tpposa nomads who 
have come in retreat from fightin g 
and famine are still thirsty. So ev- 
ery morning, hundreds of lanky 
Toposa, most of them naked bat 
for jeweby in their ears and lower 
lips, take Red Cross shovels and 
big steel pots out to the pit There, 
in gluey mock up to their elbows, 
they cull a few gallons of brackish 


“It is quite possible that it wiD all 
dry up and there won’t be any more 
water," said Hemiett Subffia, a Red 
Cross nurse. She said the water 
table beneath the camp is cantinn- 
ing to drop. 

In southern Sudan, where about 
2 milli on people are at risk of star- 
vation to war, famine and a 
blockade on nnwnatiwiiil relief 
aid, this desert feeding center with 
its waning water hole is, by default, 
a humanitarian showcase. 

Since it is tucked away in a rebd- 
hdd southeastern comer of Sudan, 
near the Kenyan bards and well 
away from fighting between rebel 
and government soldiers, Nanis 
boasts what no other camp, town or 
dty in southern Sudan has: a regu- 
lar supply of relief food. 

Red Cross food is trucked in 29 



mOes (47 kflometers) from Kenya. 
The neatly uniformed, well-armed, 
well-fed soldiers of the Sudanese 
People’s Liberation Army, or 
SPLA, who are encamped beside 
the destitute nomads have no ob- 
jection to the Red Cross food. 

It is all right, they say, because 
there is no way that it can pass 
from Nanis into the hands of Suda- 
nese government soldiers. It is 
when such relief food goes near 
gpvemment-beld towns — where 


United Nations officials say tens of 
thousands of awfians are starving 
— that the rebels’ commander in 
the region. Lieutenant Colonel 
Martin Manyid, says that interna- 
tional assistance is not all right. 

The rebels shot down a civilian 
gfrtinar Ang. 17, kiTftng 60 people, 
when it violated their ban on all 
flights in southern Sudan. Colonel 
Manyid said rebels would shoot 
down any relief plane gang near 
itiw g o v ern ment - h eld towns. 


“Nanis is an example of the 
SPLA’s ability to do the job,” Colo- 
nel Manyid: said. “We don’t have 
any trust that aid administered 
riirrmgh the Sudanese government 
will do very wdL” 

Nanis is an example, too, of the 
wretdied dunces that war and fam- 
ine have offered southern Sudanese 
such as the Toposa. 
can stay at the camp near 
the Red Cross food and squeeze 
water out of nrad. Or they can walk 


off toother water holes away from 
the Kenyan border — and away 
from the Red Cross food. If tbsr 
crops bad not been burned, if their 
cattle had not been stolen in the 
war, Toposa nomads would never 
have come in such numbera to 
HrtnV dry the water hole. 

indm^ according to La- 
pua, the Toposa chief who leads 
about 7J000 of the nomads, they 
would be cm the move with their 
cattle, mflcctiiig the berries and 
nuts that ripen on desert trees this 
time of year. 

Red Gross doctors and nurses 
say that the nomads have not 
adapted wdl to the routines of food 
distribution and medical care. A 
mwidwi mr nflmiQli elnimwl the lives 
of 135 children under age 5 in die 
camp’s feeding f T n te r tbi« summer. 

“The feeding center doesn’t 
work wdl because the Toposa take 
their children away all the time,” 
said Miss Subilia, the nurse. 

Miss Subilia, who cared far mal- 
nourished children at famine 
c any m Ethiopia in 1984 and 
1985, said that about 13 of the 
children in Nanis are “severely 
malnourished." 

“UnKke Ethiopia, we don’t have 
to choose here between what chil- 
dren to care for and what children 
axe beyond help,” she said. “Hoe,

selves." 

“In the back of huts around the 
camp, you will find half-dead chil- 
dren,” she said. “Once they get 
sick, the parents believe they 
shouldn’t have milk or sugar, fat or 
off.

Court Moves to Stop 
Frivolous Lawsuits 

In line with Chief Justice War- 
ren E. Burger's recommendation 
that courts impose fines oth- 
er penalties against lawyers who 
file frivolous lawsuits, judges of 
the U5.

Last year, for example, the 
Transportation Department low- 
ered dm 1986 model fuel economy 
standard of 27.5 miles (about 44 
kOometere) a gallon (about 3i li- 
ters) for passenger cars to 26 mites 
a gallon, the lowest level allowable 
without congressional action. 

The penalty for violation of the 
fuel econ o my law is $5 for each 
tenth of a mQe a manufacturer falls 
below the standard multiplied by 
the number of care the company 
made for that model year. 

In documents filed with the 
Transportation Department, GM 
has proposed lowering the mini- 
mum fuel economy standard to 
modd yean 1987 and 1988 from 
27 J mBes a gallon to an average of 
26 miles a gallon. As an alternative, 
GM said, the agency could roD 
back the fuel economy standards 
for modd yean 1984 and 1985, a 
move that would set a precedent.

The United States, among o thers, 
hire been trying to nudge General Pinochet 
in tire Mine direction. But the general’s 
TTwct recent response was the declaration, 
wtriiw thi« summer, that he expects to nm 
for another eight-year term when his pre- 
sent one aids in 1989. He claims to be 
tending the country toward democracy, but 
he evidently sees no need to buny.

not accderate progress toward a better gov- 

wwnHii The junta was brought to power 
by the rising disorder, and widespread fears 
of worse to come, under Salvador Aflende's 
leftist government in tire early 1970$. By 
resorting to attempted assassination, tire 
gperrill&s <rf the left only reinforce the claim 
by winch General Pinochet has perpetuated 
bis hold on the country for tire past 13 years 
— that he and the junta are the sate aitenta- 
tive to chaos and destruction. 

In fact, there are other far more promis- 
ing possMitie&. Chile has had much demo- 
cratic experience, and successfully main- 
tained a kmg constitutional tradition until 
the ariEtaiy coup. There are many Chileans 
who knowhow to make democracy work, 
and are deeply committed to it. But when 
the generals sad tire terrorists begin to go 
after other, the de m oc r atic center is 

squeezed so hard that it can barely breathe.

A Hostage, Not a Spy 


The formal charge of espionage against 
Nicholas DanQaff, an innocent American 
correspondent in Moscow, creates a griev- 
ous threat to Soviet-American relations. 
Pravda’s daim notwithstanding, the rage 
that Americans fed is not being whipped up 

by opponents of aims control and other 
negotiations. It is an ex p ress i on of wide- 
spread disgust that the Soviet government 
would seize a legitimate journalist as hos- 
tage to force the release of one of its paid 
spies in the United States. 

Everything turns, of coarse, on Mr. Dani- 
lofPs innocence. To as it is obvious. Presi- 
dent Reagan would not lightly give his 
word, in what he hoped wouAd be a private 
letter to Mikhail Gorbachev, that the corre- 
spondent was not an agenL Just as impor- 
tant, Mr. Danilaff has impressed all who 
know his weak with his dedication to our 
craft and protecting it against double-deal- 
ing. No real spy in the clutches of the KGB 
would have begun his first c omniuni catkHi 
home with a request that he not be compro- 
mised in a trade for a Soviet spy — though 
Mr. DaxrikrfTs resolve on this point seems 
to have been weakened by threats of a trial 
and long incarceration.

Bat the pressure 
to retaliate, even at significant cost to diplo- 
macy, mast now grow. Far the sake af large 
stakes, this is one prisoner Mr. Gorbachev 
should want to be rid of fast.

Nihilism in Istanbul 


Hard in the wake of the Karachi hijack- 
ing, which left 20 dea d, two gunmen crept 
into an Istanbul synagogue aid opened foe 
on Sabbath worshipers, slaughtering 21 in- 
nocents. There is a common method in this 
madness, whose perpetrators leave no call- 
ing card except a heap of bodies. Thai is the 
signatur e associated with the infamous Abn 
Nidal, suspected plotter of the airport mas- 
sacres in Vienna and Rome and of earlier 
attacks on European synagogues. Israelis 
suspect him as the mastermind in both 
Karachi and Istanbul. 

To call these murderers Palestinian free- 
dom fighters is like describing Count Dra- 
cula as a promoter of blood hanks. Their 
cause is nihilism, the “total disbelief in 
religion or moral ’principles an d obliga- 
tions, or in established laws and institu- 
tions." They slay Jews, Moslems, and 
Christians, as freetaneerera contract lofts*. 
The same spirit, if not the same hand, was 
evident Monday in Paris, where one gang 
bombed the City Hall and another briefly 


held hostages in an Iraqi anime office. 

What happened in Istanbul is despicable. 
A synagogue whose Hebrew name means 
Oasis of Peace had just been renovated and 
was being reopened. Two gnwnwt appar- 
ently entered the implanted full fired sub- 
machine gmic ami threw hand grenades at 
the congregation, then immolated them- 
selves and their victims with a firebomb. 
The killers left no menage, but their pur- 
pose was plain; to disrupt malevolently 
a tradition of tolerance in an Islamic coan- 
try where a small c ommuni ty rtf Jews has 
found haven for centuries. 

Turkey has begun diligent rifting that 
may yield clues about the perpetrators. 
What the wodd can do to hasten justice in 
such cases is to offer bounty money, no 
questions asked, to any who can identify 
the authors. Besides the primal response of 
cage, which these atrocities are meant to 
arouse, the civilized states shonld consider 
deploying an equally primal force: greed.

Such modest diplomatic inroads 
might have attracted less attention 
and concern had they not coincid- 
ed with a number of reverses for 
America's standing in the region.

Dexter Cordon: 
A Bebop Actor

F t AR1S — With his ph/ttQgptii» 
mobile face, bedroom eyes, and 
cool, deliberate moves, “Long- 
Tafl” Dexter Gordon has been 
called “the best non-professional 
actor I've ever seen” by Woody 
Allen. 

He plays Dale Turner, a fictional 
composite of Young and the pia- 
nist Bud Powell in Bertrand Taver- 
nier’s film “Round Midnight," 
which is to open Sept. 24 in Paris 
and Oct 3 in New York. (A CBS 
soundtrack album is to be released 
with the film.) Turner is a burned 
out aging tenor saxophone hero 
who comes to Paris to “find hhn- 
sdf.” The friendship of a French 
fan (Francois Qnzet) briefly re- 
news hope and creative energy. 
Herbie Hancock, Bobby Hutcher- 
son and other musicians play musi- 
cians. Most are black, hut there are 
no racial stereotypes. The bassist 
Ran Carter told Tavernier: “It took 
a Frenchman to make the first film 
about our culture.” 

Dexter Gordon was the proto-

In I960, when he joined the Cali- 
fornia company of Jack Gelbert 
play “The Connection,” about 
pmkies — ■ after having kicked a 
heroin habit of his own — Gordon 
studied acting with Martin Lan- 
dau. (Recently be discovered that 
Jack Nicholson was in the same 
class.) “I learned bow to stand like 
a tree and scream,” he said this 
week, in Paris for publicity. Rich- 
ard Burton is one of his favorite 
actors because; “He had a voice 
like a tenor saxophone,” and 
George Sanders is “sort of my 
modd. He’s so fastidious, debon- 
aire, kind of Hke the ultimate mas- 
ter rogue.” 

A roguish wink interrupts Dak 
Ibxser's ironic grin. Sow, flowing 
hands rnattfe speech patterns. He is 
constantly distracted, the essence 
of alienation, short sCent shots of 
Tamer staring at a hotel room wall 
iSnstrate the loneliness of the road. 
He opens bis mouth to say some- 
thing, but no hurry here, only a 
smir k. Is it indifference, lade of 
toddity, or frustration? Fear is not 
far. Like any honest improviser 
(Tavernier says no two takes were 
the same), he's Hved on the edge. 
Will Dale fall off? Will Dexter hold 
on? 

Though the film is too long with 
some structural problems, Gor- 
don’s pride, grace and timing arc so 
intense, direction so full of kve, the 
story so honest and emotional that 
faults become quibbles. Shooting 
was tough. Gordon, 63, has been in 
with diabetes and other com- 
plaints.

Developer Sees Allied Bid 
As Way to Penetrate U.S.

TORONTO — Robert Campeau, who is pursu- 
ing Allied Stores Carp, in a S3.12-b31£oa offer 
through his real estate company, lads neither tuck 
nor ambition. 

Bom poor in the mining town of Sudbury, 
Ontario, he discovered the hat of development m 
1 949 at the age of 25, when he was building a home 
for his family in Ottawa. It cost S5, 000 to build, but 
he accepted a 57,300 offer for the house before it 
was even finished. 

The next year, Mr. Campeau built 250 houses in 
Ottawa, the first of more than 20^000 that he would 
erect in Canada's capital. By 1977, be had aban- 
doned the home-building business in favor of bis 
growing commercial and industrial development 
interests. 

Today, he hend< a real estate empire with 
of 2.4 billion Canadian dollars ($1.7 bQHoa). He 
Ha« iwnnw one of Canada’s most prominent cor- 
porate leaden through his 55-percent ownership 
and 85-percem voting control of Campean Carp., 
his Toronto-based real estate develo pmen t compa- 
ny. 

Mr. Campeau says he is Canada’s most active 
builder when measured in dollars. 

It has not always been easy. Mr. Campeau had 
to figfat the Canadian old-guard Fn gtiA establish- 
ment to win his current position as one of Canada’s 
two most powerful French-speaking businessmen, 
along with Paul Desnarais of Montreal's Power 
Core. 

He does not forget that Toronto’s corporate 
leaden ganged up to prevent him from taking over 
Royal Trustco Ltd., one of Canada's premier fi- 
nancial institutions, in 1980. 

But he can afford not to dwell on it IBs skiing 
buddy is Pierre Elliott Trudeau, the elegant former 
prime minister; hk mff!inh an» diamond and his 
paneled library houses leather-bound faiw in 
French and Shakespeare in English. 

He bttilt a home that is prerisdy modeled after a 
Norman mansion and nimished with exquisite 
18th-century French antiques. 

fiat Mr. Campeau’s achievements may be just 
the beginning of his climb. He now has his sights 
set on broad penetration of the lucrative commer- 
cial real we*at«i market in the United States, «nd 
Allied Stores is his chosen vehicle. 

When warrants and convertible preferred shares 
are added to the $2.47-biIlion value of Allied’s 
co mm on stock, Campean's offer for Allied comes 
to $3.11 bflhon, Mr. Campeau said. 

“Over the next 10 years, we win develop and 
acquire a lot of shopping centers in the United 
States,” he said in an interview. 

Despite its ownership of such prestige stores as 
Brooks Brothers, Allied has what Mr. Campean 
co nsider s only a “good" rate of return. What is 
important in the proposed acquisition, he said, is 
that it “would plug us in right across the United 
States into the retail real estate market" at a time

Japan Reports 
A Doubling of

TOKYO — Japan’s merchandise 

trade surplus in August more than 
doubled from a year earlier, to S7J 
billion from $3.49 btGHon, but the 
volume of exports declined for the 
sixth consecutive month, the Fi- 
nance Ministry said Tuesday. 

It was Japan's third largest 
monthly surplus. 

The trade surplus with the Unit- 
ed States totaled $4.42 billion for 
the month, the fourth largest on 
record. That compared with $3.03 
billion in August 1985. 

Meanwhile, Japan also an- 
nounced Tuesday that its gross na- 
tional product increased 0.9 per- 
cent during the second quarter of 
this year, a marginal improvement 
from the declin e of 0.5 percent re- 
ported fa- the first three months. 

That in GNP, which 

measures a country's total output 
of goods and services, was the first 
since a slump in early 1975 induced 
by the oil crisis. 

Total GNP fa Aprfl-June, ad- 
justed fa inflation, was $1.95 tril- 
lion, compared with $1.93 trillion 
from January to March, the agency

“The viewing audience re- 
sponded to him immediately,” re- 
called Cornell, who was then a 
producer an the news show.
